Carter  talks  on  unemployment 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Carter,  mov¬ 
ing  toward  public  endorsement  of  a  compromise 
“full  employment”  bill,  said  Thursday  that  federal 
jobs  programs  will  begin  having  their  full  impact 
early  next  year. 

Carter  told  a  nationally  broadcast  news  con¬ 
ference  the  battle  against  seven  percent  unemploy¬ 
ment,  the  current  level,  is  one  he  viewed  with  op¬ 
timism. 

The  president  also  said  he  expects  to  announce 
“within  the  next  few  days”  his  backing  for  a  com¬ 
promise  Humphrey-Hawkins  jobs  bill  that  would 
underscore  his  belief  that  “every  person  in  our  coun¬ 
try  that  is  able  to  work  ought  to  have  an  opportunity 
for  a  job.” 

Administration  sources  said  the  bill  would  fix  a 
goal  fo  four  percent  unemployment  within  five  years, 
without  mandating  specific  steps  to  bring  that 
about.  The  compromise  also  would  require  the  presi¬ 
dent  to  report  to  Congress  periodically  on  efforts  to 
reach  the  four  percent  objective.

21,  Rencher,  an  Ogden  lawyer  whose  nomination 
was  approved  last  month  by  the  U.S.  Senate,  brings 
to  the  position  a  well-rounded  and  highly  qualified 
background  in  law  practice.  ^ 

“What  I  want  to  do  is  manage  an  efficient  office, 
one  where  the  personnel  are  happy,  get  along  well 
and  get  the  job  done  efficiently,’^  he  said. 

Rencher  said  he  was  interested  in  the  position  of 
U.S.  Attorney  for  Utah,  and  had  made  that  interest 
known  to  both  Rep.  Gunn  McKay,  the  only 
Democrat  in  Utah’s  congressional  delegation,  and 
Utah  Gov.  Scott  M.  Matheson.  President  Carter 
worked  closely  with  McKay  in  making  the  nomina¬ 
tion. 

A  1968  graduate  of  the  University  of  Utah  College 
of  Law,  Rencher  served  as  a  research  assistant  while 
at  the  U  of  U.  His  stint  as  a  part-time  law  clerk  to 
former  U.S.  Attorney  for  Utah  William  Thurman  in 
1967  gives  him  previous  experience  in  that  office. 

The  Martingdale  Hubbell  Law  Directory,  which 
rates  all  lawyers  in  the  U.S.,  currently  gives  Rencher 
the  highest  rating  possible,  considering  his  length  of 
time  in  practice. 

The  new  U.S.  Attorney  was  a  member  of  the  Utah 
House  of  Representatives  from  1971-76.  He  was  elec¬ 
ted  by  caucus  as  Speaker  of  the  House  in  1974  and  is 
the  youngest  person  ever  to  occupy  that  position. 

Other  positions  Rencher  held  while  a  member  of 
the  House  are:  chairman  of  the  Audit  Subcommit¬ 
tee,  vice  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Management 
Committee  and  vice  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Council  Committee  on  Government  Operations. 


The  March  24,  1975  issue  of  Utah  Holiday 
Magazine  ranked  Rencher  as  one  of  the  three  most 
effective  members  of  the  Utah  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives.  It  said  he  “gained  a  reputation  as  leader  and 
spokesman  for  middle-road  and  liberal  Democrats, 
and  continues  to  carry  clout  among  his  partisans.  He 
has  won  admiration  of  both  Republicans  and 
Democrats  as  House  speaker.” 

In  December  1975,  Rencher  was  one  of  10  state 
legislative  leaders  from  the  U.S.  to  be  invited  by  the 
Israeli  government  to  visit  Israel  to  discuss  citizen 
input  with  local  government  leaders. 

Civic  activities  and  community  service  occupy  a 
great  deal  of  his  interests,  Rencher  said.  He  is  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  the  Utah  Boys  Choir  and  is  a  commissioner  for 


the  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

He  has  also  been  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Odyssey  House  Drug  Rehabilitation  Cen¬ 
ter  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Rencher  was  bom  in  California  and  raised  in  New 
Mexico  and  Colorado.  He  is  married  to  the  former 
Eileen  Bunnell  of  Provo;  they  have  five  children. 

He  received  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  history  from 
BYU  in  1965. 

After  Rencher  was  nominated,  Utah  Sen.  Orrin 
Hatch  said,  “We’re  pleased  with  the  selection  of  Ron 
Rencher  for  this  position.  He  has  the  legal  skills 
necessary  to  handle  the  job  and  his  service  in  the 
Utah  Legislature  has  to  be  considered  a  plus  in  his 
selection  by  the  President.”

Students  confused  by  the  advertisement,  “Beware 
of  the  Midnight  Run,”  should  prepare  to  see  200  to 
300  draftees  of  the  Student  Development  Association 
(SDA)  delivering  letters  throughout  Provo  Friday 
night. 

From  11  p.m.  Friday  to  1  a.m.  Saturday,  the  SDA 
will  be  delivering  10,000  letters  to  various  student 
housing  units  in  Provo.  The  letters  will  ask  for  $10 
donations  toward  the  purchase  of  an  automated 
check-out  system  for  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library,  SDA 
president  Glen  Bingham  said. 

“The  idea  behind  the  SDA’s  ad  is  to  spark  interest 
and  alert  students  of  the  SDA’s  plan  of  fanfare  and 
running  about  Friday  night,”  Bingham  added. 

“Friday  night  is  the  kick-off  of  our  campaign  and 
we  hope  through  the  pledges  distributed  to  the  stu¬ 
dents,  a  good  portion  of  the  money  will  be  raised 
toward  the  $1^,000  cost  of  the  project,”  Bingham 
said.  The  SDA  expects  around  $5,000  to  $10,000  will 
be  raised  as  a  result  of  Friday  night’s  activity. 

“That  same  day,  we  also  plan  to  mail  an  additional 
15,000  to  17,000  letters  to  the  students  asking  for 
donations  toward  the  project,”  Bingham  added. 

Bingham  also  said  a  band  with  drums  may  accom¬ 
pany  the  students  in  their  effort  to  hand  out  as  many 
letters  as  possible. 

The  next  step  in  the  campaign  is  a  “telefund” 
scheduled  for  January  in  which  the  SDA  hopes  to 
raise  additional  funds,  Bingham  said. 

Asked  why  $10  was  designated  as  the  amount  to  be 
donated,  Bingham  said,  “Because  of  the  large  cost  of 
this  year’s  project,  we  felt  $10  was  a  fair  amount  to  ask 


each  student  and  hope  every  student  will  eagerly  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  cause.” 

Discussing  the  statement,  “BYU’s  Attempt  at  a 
New  World  Record,”  also  advertised,  Bingham  said, 
“as  of  now,  BYU  unofficially  holds  the  world  record 
among  colleges  and  universities  for  raising  the  most 
funds,  and  this  Friday  night  we  hope  to  break  our  own 
record  by  obtaining  as  much  money  as  we  can  in  a 
two-hour  period.” 

In  the  past  few  years,  SDA  has  raised  about  $400,- 
000  in  student-donated  funds.  Bingham  attributes 
that  to  the  quality  and  good  attitude  of  the  students 
attending  BYU.

Dress  code  adherence 


important  to  integrity 


When  students  first  apply  for  admittance  to  BYU,  they  are  required 
to  sign  a  statement  saying  they  will  live  by  the  BYU  Code  of  Honor. 

The  Honor  Code  includes  such  things  as  honesty,  integrity, 
adherence  to  dress  and  grooming  standards  and  keeping  the  standards 
of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

Recently,  some  students  seem  to  have  become  lax  in  keeping  the 
dress  and  grooming  part  of  the  code,  a  trend  that  has  not  gone  un¬ 
noticed  by  university  officials. 

In  a  devotional  assembly  Oct.  25,  President  Dallin  Oaks  expressed  a 
growing  distress  with  the  apparent  disregard  of  the  dress  and  grooming 
standards  by  some  university  students. 

“I  wish  to  remind  the  students  of  Brigham  Young  University  that  the 
dress  and  grooming  standards  are  part  of  the  promise  you  made  on 
enrolling  at  BYU.  When  you  violate  this  sacred  promise,  you  go  around 
in  a  condition  where  you  say  to  every  person  that  observes  you  that  you 
don’t  care  about  your  word  of  honor,”  President  Oaks  stressed. 

Having  students  on  campus  unwilling  to  keep  the  university’s  stan¬ 
dards  takes  the  opportunity  to  attend  BYU  from  the  thousands  who 
have  been  turned  down  for  admission,  he  added. 

President  Oaks’  stand  is  a  wise  and  just  one. 

Adherence  to  dress  and  grooming  codes  allows  for  a  clean-looking  stu¬ 
dent  body,  but  more  than  that,  flagrant  and  willful  disregard  of  dress 
standards  indicates  a  problem  within  the  individual  involved. 

A  person  is  only  as  good  as  his  or  her  word,  and  students  upon  admis¬ 
sion  to  BYU  gave  their  word  they  would  keep  dress  and  grooming  stan¬ 
dards.  Long  hair  on  men  and  unfeminine  apparel  worn  by  women  make 
it  clear  to  anyone  that  the  word  of  those  individuals  is  not  valid. 

Although  some  enforcement  of  the  code  is  necessary  to  encourge  stu¬ 
dents  to  live  up  to  their  commitments,  adherence  to  the  honor  code  is 
not  something  that  should  have  to  be  forced  on  students.  Living  the 
code  should  be  a  voluntary  thing,  prompted  by  a  student’s  commitment 
to  the  Lord,  personal  values  and  the  university. 

Those  who  disregard  the  honor  code  willfully  ignore  the  counsel  of 
BYU’s  Board  of  Trustees,  as  well  as  the  advice  of  President  Oaks  and 
other  campus  administrators. 

If  any  change  is  needed  in  the  code,  students  should  go  through 
proper  channels  to  effect  such  a  change.  In  the  meantime,  they  should 
not  ignore  their  present  commitments. 

It  is  high  time  for  some  students  to  grow  up  and  realize  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  BYU’s  Honor  Code.  Any  compromise  of  that  code  is  a  com¬ 
promise  of  one’s  word  and  personal  integrity.

Sex  education  in  the  home 


The  results  of  the  Provo-Orem  municipal  elections 
promise  some  changes  for  the  university  and  the  com¬ 
munity. 

With  the  election  of  a  former  ASBYU  officer  as  mayor,  a 
young  man  with  a  strong  interest  in  the  university,  students 
can  expect  a  more  sensitive  ear  in  city  hall. 

Mayor-elect  Jim  Ferguson  has  said  he  wants  to  mend  any 
broken  fences  that  might  exist  between  Provo  and  BYU.  A 
student  body  vice  president  in  1969,  he  can  be  expected  to 
open  the  door  wider  for  BYU  students  to  approach  city 
government  on  subjects  of  interest  to  them. 

The  election  of  Anagene  Meecham  to  the  city  commission 
is  more  than  a  victory  of  gender.  She  is  highly  qualified  for 
the  job.  Her  background  in  the  school  district  and  her  years 
of  service  to  Provo  students  is  also  an  encouraging  sign  for 
the  interests  of  BYU  students. 

And  her  election  as  the  first  woman  commissioner  in 
Provo  opens  a  door  for  other  women  in  local  government. 

It’s  sobering  to  note  that,  taking  into  account  the  light 
voter  turnout,  Ferguson  and  Mrs.  Meecham  were  put  into 
office  by  fewer  than  20  percent  of  Provo’s  registered  voters. 
Their  task  will  be  to  serve  the  other  80  percent  along  with 
those  who  voted  for  them. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  change  evident  in  the  elec¬ 
tions  was  the  mobilizaton  of  an  interest  group  for  the  first 
time  in  Orem.  Action  by  the  Citizens  for  Orderly  Growth  ef¬ 
fectively  ousted  one  councilman  hopeful  and  came  within 
400  votes  of  ousting  the  incumbent'  mayor. 

Orem  has  now  been  served  notice  that  citizens  will  not 
tolerate  unplanned  growth  or  poor  zoning.  Proof  that  in¬ 
terest  groups  can  be  heard  is  a  positive  sign  for  BYU  stu¬ 


dents,  who  form  a  permanent  financial  interest  in  many 
Orem  businesses. 

Students  could  follow  the  example  of  the  Citizens  for  Or¬ 
derly  Growth  to  organize  an  interest  group  from  the  campus 
to  make  the  BYU  voice  heard  in  city  government. 

The  positive  mass  transit  vote  is  another  plus  for  BYU 
students.  When  the  Provo-Orem  transit  district  is  formed,  it 
will  not  only  relieve  parking  and  transportation  problems,  it 
could  also  cut  down  on  the  air  pollution  caused  by  auto  ex¬ 
haust.  The  money  saved  by  using  mass  transportation  will 
be  a  welcome  change  for  students  who  shop  or  live  in  Orem. 

The  addition  of  student-oriented  officials  to  city  govern¬ 
ment  is  an  important  change.  Because  most  BYU  students 
are  in  Provo  for  a  relatively  short  period  of  time,  many  local 
residents  consider  them  interlopers. 

But  although  names  and  faces  of  students  change,  the 
student  interest  as  a  whole  will  always  be  present  in  Provo 
and  Orem.  BYU  students  have  a  permanent  financial  in¬ 
fluence  on  both  communities  every  year,  contributing  some 
$30  million  to  $40  million  in  business  to  local  merchants. 
Many  businesses  cater  almost  exclusively  to  students. 

The  election  of  a  young  non-Mormon  as  mayor  and  of  a 
woman  to  the  city  commission  represent  radical  departures 
for  Provo.  But  a  growing  community  needs  change  in  order 
to  continue  its  growth. 

If  the  new  city  officials  recognize  that  the  student  voice  is 
just  as  permanent  as  the  non-student  voice,  greater  un¬ 
derstanding  will  exist  between  BYU  students  and  the  com¬ 
munity.  And  if  it  takes  chanp  to  bring  that  understanding 
about,  then  the  new  faces  in  city  government  should  be 
welcomed  by  students  and  local  residents  alike.

key  to  lowering  statistics 


In  1975,  more  girls  aged  14  and 
younger  received  abortions  than 
delivered  children,  says  a  report 
released  last  month  from  the  National 
Alliance  Concerned  with  School-Aged 
Parents  (NACSAP). 

While  the  number  of  abortions 
among  the  young  is  shocking  itself, 
finding  the  highest  birth  rates  among 
the  very  young  is  enough  to  show  the 
situation  is  critical  —  there  is  little  un¬ 
derstanding  about  pregnancy  among 
adolescents. 

Who  or  what  is  to  blame  for  the  eight 
percent  increase  in  births  to  the  10  to 
14-year-old  category  during  this  time 
period? 

If  ignorance  is  the  cause  of  the 
problem,  then  the  two  major  socializa¬ 
tion  factors  in  a  child’s  life,  parents 
and  the  schools,  are  at  fault;  they  must 
not  be  doing  an  effective  job  of  sex 
education. 

Seventy-two-year-old  Dr.  Mary 
Calderone,  who  founded  the  Sex  Infor¬ 
mation  and  Education  Council  of  the 
United  States  13  years  ago,  says  that 
despite  the  liberal  attitudes  of  the  ’70s, 
children  are  not  getting  adequate  sex 
education  in  the  schools  or  at  home. 

Perhaps  parents  are  relying  too 


much  on  the  schools  to  educate  their 
children  about  sex.  The  executive 
director  of  the  NACSAP  recommended 
more  research  on  long-term  conse¬ 
quences  of  parenthood,  decision¬ 
making  processes  in  adolescents  and 
contraceptives  for  the  young  as  solu¬ 
tions  to  early  pregnancies. 

Whether  the  solutions  are  agreeable 
or  not,  parents  and  schools  should  con¬ 
sider  the  advice  Dr.  Calderone  gives: 
“It  shouldn’t  be  too  much  to  ask  to 
give  them  facts,  but  when  we  talk 
about  it,  let’s  also  talk  about  moral 
values.” 

Considering  the  effectiveness  of  the 
schools  on  this  subject,  the  basic  prin¬ 
ciples  she  talks  about  should  be  taught 
by  parents  in  the  home.  The  money 
spent  on  research  will  never  be  as  effec¬ 
tive  as  a  child  learning  from  his  own 
parents  about  parenthood,  decision¬ 
making  and  even  contraceptives,  if 
parents  feel  their  child  would  benefit 
from  knowing  about  them. 

Since  the  schools  haven’t  been  able 
to  handle  the  burden  of  sex  education, 
now  it  is  time  for  parents  to  take  their 
place  in  the  teaching  process.

Is  it  right  that  America  stop  shipp¬ 
ing  arms  to  South  Africa,  but  continue 
to  profit  from  a  $1.5  billion  trade  with 
them?  Is  it  right  that  we  place  em¬ 
bargoes  on  South  Africa  and  not  the 
Black  African  racists,  the  Communist 
dictatorships,  or  other  countries  that 
are  denying  human  rights? 

Is  there  any  reason  to  believe  that 
the  embargo  will  do  anything  other 
than  strengthen  the  South  African 
resolution  to  maintain  their  way  of 
life?  (What  good  did  Johnston’s  Army 
do?) 

Is  there  any  reason  to  believe  that 
giving  the  Blacks  the  vote  will  make 
them  first  class  citizens?  It  took  100 
years  to  do  it  in  America,  if  we’ve 
really  reached  that  point,  now. 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  should  un¬ 
derstand  a  nation’s  problems  before  we 
condemn  it.  Simplistic  solutions  will 
not  solve  complex  problems.  Mormons 
could  easily  be  considered  racist  for 
their  policy  in  regard  to  Blacks,  but 
not  if  we  are  truly  understood. 

I  am  not  saying  that  the  South 
African  policies  are  just.  They  are  not. 
But  there  are  two  prerequisities  to 
solving  those  or  any  other  problems  in 
the  world:  first,  we  must  have  a  true 
understanding  of  the  real  problem,  and 
second,  we  should  deal  with  some 
measure  of  equality  with  the  nations  of 
the  earth.
